occupied in all twenty-four hours. The inter- 
est was sustained to the last moment; perhaps 
from three to four thousand people being in at- 
tendance. 

Having been deprived of the pleasure of be- 
ing present except for two hours the first day, 
and about fifteen minutes on a subsequent eve- 
ning, we cannot speak from personal observa- 
tion of the conduct of the whole Debate. 

The opening speech of Mr. Rice did not im- 
press us favorably. It was common-place”in 
thought, wanting elevation of tone, and rath- 
er ad captandum, 

‘The opening address of Mr. Blanchard was 
serious and impressive; his manner was delib- 
erate, and at the same time earnest; and it 
must have been evident to all present, that his 
great object was the establishment of the Truth. 
As to the rest, it is due to Mr. Blanchard to 
say, that the friends of the anti-slavery cause 
express themselves in terms of admiration of 
(Pe Christian spirit he manifested in the dis- 
cussion, and of the ability, and as they allege, 
not unfrequently the striking eloquence, with 
which he maintained what they hold to be the 
true doctrines in regard to slavery. 

Mr. Blanchard commenced his career in this 
city, byja debate on Colonization with Mr. 
Gurley; and he closes it by a public discussion 
of the fundamental principles of civil and re- 
ligious liberty. During the nine years of his 
pastoral charge of the Sixth Presbyterian 


for his uncompromising, unabating zeal against 
all forms of wickedness, laboring in and out of 
his church with untiring perseverance, and un- 
failing faith, to advance the cause of Temper- 
ance, Purity, and Freedom, without regard to 
pecuniary interest or social influences. T'o his 
Church he has become greatly endeared, and, 
if he had more of what is called worldly wis- 
dom, he might have won popularity beyond its 
pale. 

We part with him in sorrow, but with the 
conviction that in the new and more enlarged 
field of labor to which he has been chosen, his 
usefulness will be increased, and his situation 
be more agreeable. 

A few remarks on the Debate. If we under- 
stand Mr. Rice and the school to which he be- 
longs, they take the ground, that Slavery, as a 
relation, is as innocent as marriage, or any 
other relation recognized as proper by Revela- 
tion and common sense. Without pretending 
now to define the relation, we assume that all 
will admit as an essential part of it, the claim 
of one man to control absolutely the liberty of 
another man, guiltless af crime—to say ynto 
him ge, and come; do this, do that; you shall, you 
shall not; I will, you must obey. Isany man pre- 
pared to concede the rightfulness of this claim 
when made upon him? Does not every instinct 
of the human soul revolt against it? Does not 
common sense pronounce it utterly groundicss? 
If you and I were indecd made of one blood, 
who gave you the control of my liberty, the 
disposal of my persop? My tight, your right 
to liberty, js no more sacred than that of the 
slave. But, Mr. Rice asserts that it is not 
wrong, not sinful to sustain this relation, which 
necessarily involves this claim. “If this be 
true, then, map has no nafural right to liberty 
—one map has the right to gontrol the liberty 
and dispose of the person of anothey man, guilt- 
less of crime: Humap Instinct lies—Common 
Sense is an absut@ity—the Declaration of In- 
Htependence, in deelaring that aj] men are crea- 
ted with an inalienable right to liberty, is an 
imposture. 

Or to narrow the issue, if the position of Mr. 
Rice be true, the Declaration of Independence 
is false; if this be true, that is false. For, if 
the right to liberty be inalienable ina guiltless 
man, then must it be a wrong, a sin, to take 
away or withhold from him his liberty: but, if 
it be no wrong, no sin to take away or withheld 
from him his liberty, then has he no inaliena- 
ble right to it. 

Now, let the American People choose whom 
they will believe, a corrypt set of churches, 
with such exponents as Drs. Rice and Junkin, 
or the Fathers of this country with their Dec- 
laration of Rights. 

But, say these gentlemen, we have a higher 
standard of faith than that Declaration—viz., 
the Bible. And it is upon this, they rely to sus- 
tain a position which, as applied to himself eve- 
ry man with intelligence enough to compre- 
hend its terms, unhesitatingly pronoynces false! 
Weare not about te enter into what is called 
the Bible argument;—that has been fully pre- 
sented in the discussion just closed. But, we

A few Reasons why Slavery should 
not be Tolerated, 

1. Because the Bible does not sanction it.— 
Yet slaveholders and their apologists contend 
that it does. But eminently good and wise men 
have given the subject an impartial examina- 
tion. Well, what has been the result of their 
investigations? Have they thereby become 
convinced that slavery is right, and in accord- 
ance with the sacred oracles of Divine truth? 
No; far from it. Had they the power, they 
would willingly declare to the whole world, 
with a voice as loud as ten thousand thunders, 
that the Holy Bible no where upholds the abomi- 
nable sin of slaveholding. 

2. Because it hasa demoralizing influence 
upon the mind of the slaveholder. It destroys 
every generous feeling, blunts the finer sensi- 
bilities of the heart, and renders him the most 
odious and detestable being in the universe. It 
benumbs and stupifies every ennobling faculty 
of the soul, and of course makes him inhuman, 
oppressive, unmerciful, cruel, and ynjust to the 
poor defenceless slave. It,defiles and pallutes 
his whole character, and exposes him to temp- 
tations which modesty forbids to mention, 

3. Because it renders the slave unhappy and 
miserable. It deprives him of his just and le- 
gal rights, and of all those blessings which are 
a source of comfort and happiness in this life. 
It reduces him to a mere chattel, and to a goy- 
dition inferior to the brute greation. It extorts 
from him the utmost a of labor without 
apy remuneration or reward. And could his

4. Because it keeps the slave in a state of 
heathenism. They are not permitted to be 
taught toread. In most instances, no religious 
instruction is given them, and of course many 
of them live and die totally ignoyant of the 
declarations of the gospel. And this too in a 
Christian land. 

5. It degrades the laboring class of whito pea- 
ple. In the slave States they are looked upon 
with the utmost scorn and disdain, and not 
even respected as much as the slaves them- 
selves, } 

6. Becausé it isa great calamity to any na- 
tion or people. Behold the present gloomy 
condition of oyr gouniry. What is the cause 
of it? Slavery! Behold the threatening aspect 
of a war witha neighboring nation. What is 
the cause? Slavery!

‘The Geymay Governments seem re- 
solved to try their strength in opposing the 
new religious movements. On the 13th ult. a 
ministerial rescript was addressed to the cen- 
sors by the Government of Berlin, most strictly 
enjoining them to refuse their imp;imatur to 
all paragraphs which conjain the least allu- 
sions to religioys matters in their periodical 
which are not expressly authorised to treat o 
religious controversies.

Sinfulness of Slavery. 


Delute in the Tabernaele, Cincinnati, between 
Revs. J. Buancndrv and N. L. Rick, October 
1—3, 1845. 
Question—“TS SiaVEMOLDING IN ITSELF SINFUL, AND 
THE RELATION BETWEEN MASTER AND SLAVE A SINFUL 
Revation ?” 

SECOND DAY---AFTERNOON.—Continued. 
Mr. BLANCHARD. said, with reference to the 
question of cruelty, that it had been three times 
introduced by his opponent, before he mentioned 
it himself, which he then did by way of brief re- 
ply. But the question was a legitimate one, and 
properly introduced into the discussion. He con- 
tended that cruelty wasa necessary adjunct of 
slaveholding, and argued that if cruelty was. sin- 
jul, then slaveholding necessarily was so. 
Mr. B. said he now proposed to show, that the 
slave was without protection in Kentucky, and 
that his opponent’s assertion that the same protec- 
tion was extended to him as to the child, was er- 
reneous. And he would take the case of an or- 
han child, and compare with it that of a slave. 
Under the law of Kentucky, whic he held in his 
hand, the orphan could be put to service for a pe- 
riod of seven years: the period of the slave's serv- 
ice ‘was perpetual. Atthe end of the service of 
the orphan, cc master was compelled to give him 
a freedom-gift, which was particularly described, 
and was ample: the service of the n had no 
end, but in death. The master was barred by 
law from injurious demeanor to his orphan servant : 
not so with reference to his slave. Whipping his 
orphan servant with a cowhide freed him: nothing 
of the kind as respects the slave. ‘The Courts 
were at all times compelled to hear the complaints 
of the orphan servawt against his master, and 
might decide upon the complaints so made, in a 
summary manner: the slave could not even ap-4 
pearin Court at all; wut if cruelly punished he 
must go there by a third person, and could then 
be heard only after all the cases on the crimitnt 
docket were disposed ol; and.when the hearing: 
was had, if the determi gh..Was against the 
master, such third person could oply have the slave 
sold from that master tova@tother master, the 
price guing to the owner from whom sold-—noth- 
ing even being held back for the payment of costs. 
And while the orphan mit,as had been stated, 
was freed by the appligation of a cowhide, the 
slave could receive thirty lashes from his master, 
for even lifting bis hand against him. And that 
he thcught enough te show, that the slave was 
not protected, tee by etvil goverment, or prac- 
tice under the ordinances of God. 
Mr. Blanchard contended, that conviction of 
the sintulness of slaveholding, had abolished Sla- 
very wherever it had ceased to exist. 
He quoted Tgnatius ta show, that the Fathers 
of the church were not anly not slaveholders, bat 
that the canverted Heathen, incorporated into 
the early churches, had advocated the expenditure 
af the meneys at the church in purchasing the 
slaves of the Heuthen nations that surrounded 
then, ; 
MY. RICE denied that he had tirst introduced 
the subject of cruelty to slaves, and affirmed that 
it was first intreduced by his opponent, in his 
very opening address, 
Tt he understoa@ the position of his opponent, it 
was this: that because the laws of Kentucky do 
not sufficiently protect slaves, therefore all living 
under those laws, they who do protect their slaves 
as well as they who do 2o#, are guilty of sin. Now 
he would just ask the gentleman, if all individuals 
living on the soil of Ohio, are responsible for all 
the Isws of the State of Ohio? And if every indi- 
vidual living in Hindostan, where the wile las no 
protection at all, is responsible for that want of 
protection? 
His opponent continued to insist, that the laws 
of Kentucky were not sufficient tor the protection 
oftheslave.. Well, he dida‘t say they were. Those 
laws ought to be better—very much better. He 
didn’t stand theze to defend them, His opponent 
had quoted Ignatius, to the eflect that the conver- 
ied Feather advocated the purchase of the Heathen 
slaves with the money of the church. But how 
with Tgnatius himself? Did he agrée with those 
Heathen converts? No!--he said the money of the 
church raust not be so expended. 

But.as his opponent had given him but little to 
teply to, he would recapitulate his own arguments, 
and close. He contended-- 

1s}. That all the great principles of morality 
were so obvious, that whey eiedrly presented they 
commended themselves to, the minds and conscien- 
ces of all good men. Abolitionism had been so 
presexitcd, but ‘ede tgiaes had never so commended 
themselves. ‘The must be stupid beyond 
comparison, oF t etyines were wrong.

_2. Slavery is only the continuation of kidnap- 
ping-- it is kidnapping stretched out. Kidnap- 
ping begins in acts of sinful violence on unoffend- 
ing men, and Slavery continues these acts. ‘That 
the kidnapper is not worse than the Slaveholder, I 
do not say. But the things themselves, in a moral 
view, are very much alike—one being a continu- 
ance of the other. When the kidnapper goes to 
the shores of Africa, he just lays violent hands on 
whom he can, and by force subjects their free will 
to the will of another.

As an offset to the opinion of the Scotch divines, 
[Dr. Coinghem and Dr. Chalmers,] which emin- 
ent men had been several times quoted as opposed 
to the doctrine of the Abolitiomsts of this country, 
and to show that it might not be very great pre- 
sumption in us ‘10 differ from them, on questions 
which had been grossly discolored and misrepre- 
sented to them, Mr. B. quoted from Dr. Cunning- 
ham in the Scotland Magazine, of August, 1835, a 
sentiment showing that diyine to have been warm- 
ly opposed to church associations without the es- 
tablishment and support of the State. The lan- 
$ sirong and explicit, denouncing such 
voluntary associations as of an infidel character, 
&c., in which Dr. Rice himself and his church are 
necessarily included, and denounced as associated 
with infidels, merely because his church was organ- 
ized and continues to exist without the tether of 
the State!: He read also from an address of the 
United Synod of Scotland, a few resolutions 
warmly representing 1t as one of the things most 
surely believed among that large body of Christians, 
that the practice of holding human beirgs as pro- 
perty and treating them as slaves is a most heinous 
and scandalous sin. He affirmed also, that only’ 
some few years ayo, even the renowned Dr. Chaf: 
mers was preaching in. London against suet volun- 
tary churehes; although, since that time, in the 
providence of God he had been compelled to leave 
the establishment. 

He also read from a report of a late Chalmers 

and Cunningham Assembly, (found in the Glas- 

gow Examiner of June last,) a sentiment: to the 

effect, that ‘it cannot but be regarded as a sin of 

the deepest die to regard and treat human beings 

as ;roperty;’ and that ‘* whosoever might Be 

guilty of such practice ought to be excluded from 
ihe Christian communion.” .This sentiment, the 
Rev. debatant thought, must be equally as unac- 

ceptable to his opponent .as_the doctrine of Abo- 

litionism in this country. In fact, it was neither 

more nor less than what Mr. B. himself had always 

taught on that subject. Mr. Rice seemed to dis- 

tinguish between regarding men as property and 

holding themas slaves: but that question Mr. B. 

was willing to submit to slaveholders theiselves ; 

and he knew perfectly, that they would scout and 

ridicule the idea of holding slaves without being 

permitted to regard them as property. 

tle next read from a pamphlet to the following 
effect : ‘‘ A man may not use his horse as a piece 
ot timber, nor his slave as his horse: because if | 

buy a horse, the animal is mine and his services 
also; but, if I buy a man, his services only are 
mine ;” and, pointing to Mr Rice, he continued, 
the author of this sentiment sits at that table.

extract from Ignatius to Polycarp, trom which he 
interred that the principle of primitive christianity, 
so far from encouraging Slavery, induced those, 
who were called as nin servants of infidel masters, 
to importune the church to buy them out of their 


ratilying the manumissions of the churches in the 
ear 310. Also, a letter on manumission, bv 
ope Gregory the great, who flourished in the 6th 
century; the sentiment of which he affirmed to be 
characteristic of the very doctrine for which he was 
pleading. And to show that trom the sixth to the 
thirteenth century, the spirit of the church was a 
spirit of manumission, quoted several times 
from Robertson the historian. The reasons for 
liberating slaves, given in their deeds of manumis- 
sion, were such as, ‘* for the salvation of the soul ;” 
* for the love of God ;” “* for the peace of the soul;” 
*: for the fear of the Omnipotent God.” 
He next descended into the history of British 
abolitionism, reading from Cooper’s Justinian, 444, 
an edict prohibiting slaves from being sold into 
Rome, &c., and remarking’ severely upon the tar- 
diness of the action of the Holy Fathers in the mat 
ter of emancipation. 
Mr. B. concluded his address for the hour, by re- 
citing the history of West India Emancipation, the 
events that led to it, and finally by reading a most 
lowing acconnt of the occasion itself, on the mem- 
orable 3ist of July, bya son of the late Arthur 
Jones of Kentucky. 
MR. RICE opened his hour speech, by affirming 
that modern abolitionism had nothing todo with 
emancipation in the West Indies; but proceeded 
amediately to reply to what had been said with

He 
avowed himself a friend to the colonization of the 
blacks in Africa; and while he rejoiced at the pros- 
perity of the Liberia settlement, he hinted briefly 
at their advantages every way over the free negroes 
of Ohio. He was opposed to the doings of the ab- 
olitionists, because they tended inevitably to rivet 
the chains of the slave, and perpetuate all the evils 
of the institution of Slavery in the South. . 
Paying appropriate tribute to the memory of 
Clark and Wilberforce in. their connection with 
emancipation in the West Indies, Mr. R. proceed- 
ed to state that those West India slaves were pur- 
chased of their masters with £20,000,000 ster! ing, 
and the consideration of a seven years’ apprentice- 
ship, during which all the liberated slaves remained 
with their masters as before. Gradual poearopy 
tion was the principle that succeeded there; that 
had also succeeded in New Jersey, New York and 
Pennsylvania; and which he ardently desired might 
et succeed in Kentucky and the entire Sonth.— 
But abolitionism was destructive of that principle. 
It had greatly discouraged its friends in Kentucky, 
and greatly diminished their numbers and influence 
within the last 20 years. ;

‘The favor with whieh his opponent seemed to 
regard the principle of gradual“emancipation, and 
the invitation to abolitionists to go into the South 
aud preach it, Mr. B. replied to by reierring to the 
establishment in Lexington of the press of Cassius 
M. Clay, and the disturbances resulting. 

Referring to the charge that Abolitionists encour- 
aged the slaves to run away from their masters, in 
connection with the fact that when Hagar had fled 
from her mistress, an angel directed her to go back 
and submit herself again, Mr. Blanchard quoted 
Mr. Rice’s own public profession, that he would 
not himself assist in sending back a runaway 10 
his master; and. continued Mr. B., he would be a 
very wretch if he did. 

Mr. B. again repeated his purpose, ina future 
ee to prove that the churches established by 
the Apostles excluded slaveholding. ‘I'o give the 
audience a fore-taste ef the matter, he proceeded to 
state, that he understood his opponent to place the 
relation of master and slave on a par withthe 
marriage relation, and if he was wrong in the 
statement he requested to be put right. 

Mr. Rice—1 have put the gentleman right 
again and again upon this subject. I have stated 
that I did not put these relations on an equal foot- 
ing. My argument is, that he has no right to 
urge an objection against slaveholding, which, 
if admitted, would sweep away the marriage re- 
lation also. 

M1. Blaochard thanked the brother for the expla- 
nation, but not for the sneer. Mr. B. understood 
him to hold, that the arguments used to prove 
slaveholding to be sinful, would also prove mar- 
riage te be sinful. But the brother (Mr. R.) was 
here for the purpose of proving that slaveholding 
Was not sinful; and he (Mr. B.) did not know how 
much more than vot sinfu/ was the marriage rela- 
tion. 

[The remainder of this address, consisted chiefly 
f ting’ and commentary on the pamphlet of 
the ev. David Barrow, Georgetown, Kentucky. 
MR. RICE. --This reply was commenced in the 
midst of disorder in the house, occasioned by ma- 
ny going out of the door, which led the speaker to 
say, that thosé who heard him were generally wil- 
ling to hear Mr. B., and toremark on the danger 
of misrepresentation in the minds of those who 
only heard one side. ‘I'rnih, he did not believe, 
was ever the gainer by misrepresentation;but there 
were some causes that would never gain anything 
im any other way. He proceeded further to re-state 
the tacts with reference to a colored man sold out 
of Danvilie, Ky.,as a specimen of the uninien- 
tional misrepresentations of his opponent. 

Mr. R. had been represented as in favor of grad- 
ual emancipation; but would Mr. B. please to show 
where, in all his life, by any act or published sen- 
timent, he tind ever exhibited himself in faver of 
any gradual emancipation of the colored race 
whieh did not also include the sending of them to 
Africa. Correcting Mr. L. again, and referring 
again to the pamphlets of Foster and Duncan, he 
said he had blamed Mr. B. and his friends for 
publishing such works as they were unwilling to 
endorse in the whole. 
Reference had been made fo his invitation to 
the abolitionists to goand_ teach their doctrines to 
the slaveholders, and to the history of the course 
of Cassius M. Clay. Mr.C. was aman of good 
mind—-went to school with Mr. R.--and although 
Mr. R. was no apologist for Mr. C. yet he verily 
believed that, if he had simply urged the question 
of gradual emancipation, and kept himself wholly 
aloof from the abominable influences of abolition- 
ism, there would have been no trouble about the 
publication of the True American. But he was 
not goingto defend Mr. Clay in that place, and 
still Tess was he disposed tu defend the course ta- 
ken by his enemies. 
Still another misrepresentation. Mr. B., had 
charged him with condemning abolitionists for 
helping the slave to run away; but Mr. R., had 
said, not that the abolitionists go into the Slave 
States to induce the negroes to leave their masters, 
but that they formed plans for them to run away, 
and communicated with them by writing and 
printing. It was not for helping the slave to run 
away. Mr. R., professed again, that he would 
not himself interrupt a slave, should he chance to 
see himrunning away. It would be none of his 
business. But he would not go where the slaves 
are, and persuade them to run away. 
Mr. Blanchard, [without rising,] nor I neither. 
Mr. Kice.—But numbers of his fraternity will; 
fa voice—-Prove it!] and this man Duncan says he 
ought to do so; and Garrett Smith says to the 
slaves, you ought not only to run, but you ought 
to steal as you run. 
Asan editor, Mr. R. had uniformly opposed-all 
violence to the abolition press. When Birney’s 
press was torn down by violence, in his [Mr. R.’s] 
paper of that time, might be found an article in 
which he commented on that matter as severely as 
he was able; and when another abolition editor lost 
his life in flinois, he again put forth his remarks, 
denouncing the whole proceeding in the strongest 
terms. He went as far as any for liberty of the 
press and of speech. 
Mr. R. denied that he had said the Apostles 
treated the relations of marriage and slave-holdin 
just alike. He had said that the Apostles consid- 
ered slaves and treated them not as the abolition- 
ists. He expressed his disinclination to discuss 
Mr. Clarkson’s views of Slavery; and was refer- 
ring again to his argument founded on the Hebrew 
criticisms, when the half hour expired, and the de- 
bate was adjourned till 7 o’clock.

n Mr. Blanchard’s view, the relation of master 
and slave necessarily presupposed the use of whip 
and spur—the depression of one class by another, 
the weak by the strong. And he asked, If the 
weak are to be the slaves of the strong, why ma 
not the weak slaveholder be subjected to the will 
of the strong slaveholder? And it the weak are 
to Le controlled by the strong, and the silly to be 
subjected to the will of the wise, then God help 
idiots, and God help the cripple! But all this was 
wrong. God had made of one blood all the nations 
of the earth: under God they were all equal: and 
no one part was endowed with the right to ride, 
with whip and spur, over the necks of another, 
crushing them into the dust. : : 
Again~Slavery was a sinful relation, said Mr. 
B., because every act it warrants was, ae 
to his brother’s (Mr. Rice’s) admissions, a sinfu 
act. He would yefer now to a single one of these 
acts: the separation of husband and wife. But 
that, said his brother, ought not to be permitted. 
Well—from that admission itself, he would main- 
tain, that the relation was a sinful one. For what 
sort of a relation was that, he would like to know, 
which might not be acted out? ; : 

When this relation goes into a family, said Mr. 
Blanchard, every Got relation goes out of that 
family. It isa sinful rélation—evil, and all evil. 
If it be not, then 1s not kidnapping wrong, nor 
slave-trading. For they are all a partnership con- 
cern. Where is the difference between them? 
That is a good, and universally approved maxim, 
which declares the receiver of things stolen to be 
as bad as the thief. 

Mr. B. then proceeded at considerable length, 
with an argument to show that if slaveholding is 
not sinful, ‘‘then neither are any of its in- 
cidentals : slave-trading—the separation of hus- 
band and wife--iabor without wages—cruel chas- 
tisement—murder. The example he produced in 
support of the last position, was that of a stubborn 
and rebellious slave, who refused to obey his mas- 
ter’s commands to work, defied his authority, visi- 
ed him with abuse, retreated out of the reach of 
his arm, and by word and example thus incited his 
tellow-slaves to rebellion. ; 
MR. RICE, on takiag the stand, could not with- 
hold further complaint as to the course of his oppo- 
nent. Mr. Blanchard, he said, had now occupied 
nine hours, and not spoken ‘three words upon the 
question in debate. That question had nothing to 
do with inferiors or superiors. : 

The gentleman thought the relation of master 
and slave a wrong relation. ‘The Apostle Paul 
seemed to think it a right relation--and he ex- 
pressly enjoined it upon the servant to obey his 
master, and upon the master to give his servant 
what was right. Paul and Mr. Blanchard differed 
—they two for it. The separation of husband 
and wife was again brought ™ He thought he 
had settled that question, by showing, as he did 
from the law of Constantine, that such separa- 
tion was not a necessary incident of Slavery. The 
gentleman thought too, that if it was right to have 
a slave, it was right to treat him cruelly. But 
Mr. R. did not see any such necessary connection. 
His opponent seemed to think, that if a man had 
authority, then it was right to abuse that authori- 
ty. Mr. R. considered all these reasonings absurd, 
and proceeded to show from the Bible, that: al- 
though men might buy slaves, there was nothing to 
show that they might treat them cruelly, and stand 
justified. ; ; 
His opponent had said, that God never gave 
permission to form a wicked relation. Mr. R. 
granted this, but said that God did give permis- 
sion for the establishmeat of Slavery. Hagar was 
Abraham's slave--Sarah’s maid.

The ancestors of she American slaves were kid- 
napped and stolen. Were the Jews permitted to 
steal slaves of the Heathen? The status was here 
important—the condition when obtained. But 
all this aside, Mr. B. believed that if, as was con- 
tended by his opponent, the words of the original 
pemeege in the texts quoted signified slave, they 
would have been fransluted siave. 

MR. RICE said, in reply, that his opponent had 
directed the minds of the audience to American Sla- 
very, but not to the question in debate. Buying 
slaves was one thing--speculating in slaves was 
another—and they were two things just as difler- 
ent asday and night. The Jews bought slaves of 
the Heathen, ana bettered their condition. Was 
that a sin? 

Bat, said his opponent, the American slave in- 
heritors, and slave buyers, are the inheritors and 
buyers of stolen property. He had answered this 
before, by asking that the same principle of reason- 
ing be applied to the history of the western laads, 
and their original owners. He so answered it 
again. But, further, did not the Heathen masters 
from whom the Jews bought, steal, kidnap, &c.? 

Mr. Rice proceeded further to show, that all the 
prominent Commentators on the Bible, held pre- 
cisely the same views that he did. 
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Mr. Rice and the Debate, 

It was a favorite argument with Mr. Rice 
throughout the late discussion, that “there ne- 
ver was a set of men wrong on one fundamental 
point of faith, and right on all other points.”— 
But, as slaveholdipz Christians were right on 
all other points. of faith, they could not be 
wrong in believing that slaveholding was not 
sinful, From the frequency with which he in- 
sisted on this, he evidently attached great im- 
portance to it;so that it may not be improper 
to submit it to a fair examination. 

What is meant by a fundamental point of 
faith? Isita point the belief of which is ne- 
cessary to personal salvation? Or is it a doc- 
trine which is essential to a complete system of 
morals, ora perfect practice? 

Again: what are the fundamental points of 
faith? How many are they? What are they? 

It isevident that the argument is worthless 
without a definition: it can have no pertinence 
unless these questions be first answered. 

If Mr. Rice mean by “a fundamental point 
of faith,” one essential to personal salvation, we 
reply, anti-slavery men do not hold that the be- 
lief of the inherent and necessary sinfulness of 
slaveholding is essential to the salvation of any 
body:—many persons have gone to Heaven 
without perhaps forming an opinion at all of 
the slaveholding relation. It is not therefore, 
in this sense, a fundamental point of faith, so 
that a person may be in gross error on this 
point, and vet be right upon points really fun- 
damental. 

If he mean, a point essential to a complete 
system of morals or a perfect practice, then we 
refer him to the young man who came to Christ. 
On all points was he tested by Christ, and his 
faith was sound—but, “one thing thou lackest, 


voice of God himself. 
3ut, when these principles are to be applied, 
it is found that various disturbing forces are at 
work, to obscure the mind, lessen the moral 
sensibility, and prevent complete harmony of 
opinion. There must be careful investigation 
of the practice or system, which is alleged to 
be repugnant to these principles. ‘The cle- 
ments of it may be complicated—there may be 
a mixture of good and evil—the responsibilities 
of the evil may be divided among many, so that 
the Reason must be invoked to show how and 
wherein this practice or system conflicts with 
the Moral Principle. Now, suppose this evil, 
venerable for its antiquity, complicated with 
long-standing, ever-growing prejudices, involv- 
ing multitudinous interests, it is at once easy 
to see how men, aye, good men, although all 
acknowledging the great Moral Principle, shall 
differ widely as it respects its application. 
This is no new thing. The marvel is that 
any man of ordinary understanding could have 
overlooked it. The great moral principle of 
love for our neighbor, and the Maxim, be tem- 
perate in all things, have always been recog- 
nized by all good men as binding; but how long 
is it since this Principle and this maxim have 
been applied in such modes as to prove effectual 
against the evil of Intemperance? How long 
was it, before good men could all be brought to 
see that it was a duty to practice total absti- 
nence, fer the sake of saving the drunkard?— 
And even yet, all good men are not agreed as 
to the duty of those who manufacture or sell by 
wholesale, intoxicating liquors. 
The great moral principles of Christianity 
have always been admitted by all good men to 
be opposed to war; the mission of Christianity 
was, peace on earth and good will to men.— 
And yet, to this day, there isa wide difference 
of opinion among good men in regard to the ex- 
tent to which these principles apply—whether, 
for example, wars purely defensive are forbid. 
den by them. 
Instances of this kind might be multiplied, 
but the foregoing are sufficient to show, that 
while all good men may agree in the paramount 
obligation to be governed by certain great 
truths or principles of morality, there have al- 
ways been differences of opinion among them, 
as to the application of these principles. 
The principles of Christian equality and 
brotherhood, recognized by all good men, are 
not yet understood in their fullness of meaning. 
It is now sought to bring these principles to 
bear against Slavery, War, and Intemperance; 
and the results are, much excitement and great 
differences of opinion. But, when these ques- 
tions shall have been settled, or perhaps sooner 
than this—when the attempt shall be made to 
show their application to the accumulation and 
distribution of wealth, in the Church and out 
of it,as has never yet been done, except per- 
haps in the first hours of the primitive Church, 


care, and contains every argument that can be 

offered in defence of the course of the Demo- 

cratic candidates in regard to the Temperance 

question, we shall examine it with some atten- 

tion. 

Mr. Reemelin says—the proposition of the 

Temperance men “is nothing more and nothing 

less,than toauthorize the majority in everytown- 

ship and ward, to suspend our State Laws. This 

power the Constitution of Ohio, Art. 8th, sec. 9, 

expressly declares shall not be exercised except 
by the Legislature.” It would puzzle Mr. Reeme- 

lin to point out what “State laws” would be 
suspended. In the event of such a proposition 

being adopted, what would be the Law of the 
State, in regard to the retail of intoxicating 
drinks? Simply this—that each ward and 
township by a majority of its voters might de- 
termine, whether such sale should be allowed or 
not. Were majority in any ward or town- 
ship then to decide against the sale, their act 
would be, not a suspension, but a fulfilment of 
the State Law—an emanation of the authority 
conferred by this Law. Suppose the Legisla- 
ture should confer upon the City Council ex- 
pressly, the power to license or not to license 
the retail of ardent spirits,as a beverage, would 
any man see in their refusal to license, a sus- 
pension of State Law? Or suppose the Legis- 
lature should transfer'to"the Courts the entire 
power to dispose of all applications for Divorce, 
would a refusal to grant a divorce, be deemed 
a suspension of State Law? In other words, 


power conferred by State Law, be regarded as 
a suspension of that Law? 

But enough upon this point. “That instru- 
ment,” says Mr. Reemelin, speaking of the Con- 
stitution of Ohio, “will be in future, until re- 
modeled, as it has been in the past, my legisla- 
tive guide; and not being able to find there any 
powers to regulate the appetites of the People, 
whether directly or indirectly, I certainly can 
have noright to delegate such power to others.” 

This candidate has queer ideas of the Legis- 
lative authority. Has he read the Constitu- 
tion? If so, did he find therein “any powers 
to regulate” the People at all—for example, to 
punish counterfeiting, swindling, robbery, mur- 
der, &c.?/ He found no such powers, but he 
must have read the following:— 

“The Legislative authority of this State shall 
be vested in a general assembly,” &c. 

This legislative authority is not defined by 
express grants of power, but extends to all ca- 
ses where it is necessary to protect the rights of 
persons or constitutionally created corporations, 
or punish aggressions upon them; and the only 
express limitations upon this authority are to 
be found in Article VIII. of the Constitution.— 
Mr. Reemelin’s democracy needs enlighten- 
ment. Without commenting on the misrepre- 
sentation of the amendinent sought by Tempe- 


would an act emanating legitimately from a 


melin’s argument, are caleulated to, mislead.— 

“Whence,” he asks, “does @ majority derive a 

right to inflict_a grievous wrong upon a minor- 

ity?” Whoclaims for a majority such a right? 

The claim is, that te majority have a right to 

prevent a minority from committing a grievous 

wrong upon the society in which they both 

live. That is the claim, and Mr. Reemelin in 

his interrogatory, not only misrepresents the 

Temperance men, but begs the whole question. 

For he assumes without argumont, that to de- 

prive a few men of the privilege of retailing 
intoxicating drinks asa beverage, would be a 
grievous wrong. This is the thing you must 
prove, Mr. Reemelin, not take for granted. 

The Legislative authority of any State ex- 
tends to the definition and prohibition of nui- 
sances; and to the prohibition ofacts which ne- 
cessarily endanger the rights and vital interests 
of Society. Hence, racing in the strects of Cin- 
cinnati is forbidden. Hence, a license must be 
obtained to sell gunpowder. Hence, its manu- 
facture is, or may be, forbidden in every city or 
dense neighborhood. Hence, brothels and 
gambling-houses are made unlawful. ence, 
the people living on one street have no right 
to block it up with building materials—nor 
have the merchants on Main strect the right to 
prevent free passage along the sidewalks, by 
their» boxes—nor has any shop-keeper the 
right to extend his sign Into the street be- 
yond a certain distance, determined by ordi- 
nance. ‘These are but specimens of innumera- 
ble cases, in which the Legislative authority 
forbids acts or things because they are nuisan- 
ces, or because they strike at the rights or in- 
terzsts of the whole community. 

Will Mr. Reemelin deny that Legislative 
Authority is competent to all this? Why, the 
grand, primary idea of Legislation is, the pro- 
tection of the rights of Society and the Individ- 
ual, from Aggression. If the Legislative Au- 
thority has no right to legislate in such cases, 
it has no right to legislate against theft, for- 
gery, arson, or any other criine—for the only 
reason that can be alleged in support of such 
legislation is, that the rights and vital inte- 
rests of Society, and all its members, require it. 

Now, all that Temperance men ask is, that 
the majority in each ward and township shall 
have power conferred on it by the Legislature, to 
say, in the case of rum-selling in its own limits, 
what the corporation of the city has said in re- 
gard to gambling or the manufacture of gun- 
powder within its limits. And the Democra- 
cy of Mr. Reemelin is shocked at the idea! 

We have done with the subject. Democracy 
is a good thing, properly understood, but the 
principles of Mr. Reemelin and his associates, 
are not those of Democracy, but Anarchy.— 
They are properly no-government men.

Ten Hour System—Excitement in 

Alleghany. 

For some weeks past much excitement has 
prevailed in Alleghany, owing to a demand on 
the part of the girls in the factories there for 
the adoption on the part of employers, of the 
ten hour system. The employers refused, on 
the ground ostensibly, that for them to reduce 
the term of labor, would give to factories in 
other places, not adopting the system, the ad- 
vantage. The girls struck, but finally some 
of them‘evinced a disposition to go to work 
again. 

Lust Monday, the Factories concluded to 
start again, but the Cotton operatives called a 
meeting on Saturday evening, with a view of 
encouraging the girls to hold out.

“On Monday morning, four of the factories 
started, with a small number of hands each; 
but those in favor of holding out, backed by a 
gang of levellers, surrounded the factories and 
endeavored to prevent persons from going in, 
and by threats and abuse, tried to induce those 
at work to turn out.

For instance, a calomel doc- 
tor would not submit it to the voice of the ia- 
jority, whether he should practice medicine or

"UL BRAUMS 
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Extract from Macauley’s Miscellanes 
ous Writings, 

° He was led by a review of the life and wri- 
¥ings of Milton, to speak of the contest for lib- 
erty against the tyrannical Charles, king of 
England. Ww. H. Brewster. 


“The enemies of the parliament indeed, rare- 
ly choose to take issue on the great points in 
the question. They content themselves wgth 
exposing some of the crimes and follies to which 
the public commotions necessarily gave birth. 
They bewail the unmerited fate of Strafford. 
They execrate the lawless violence of the ar- 
my. They laugh at the scriptural names of 
the preachers. Major-generals fleecing their 
districts; soldiers reveling on the spoils of a 
ruined peasantry; upstarts enriched by the pub- 
lic plunder, taking possession of hospitable 
firesides and hereditary trees of the old gentry; 
boys smashing the beautiful windows of cathe- 
drals; Quakers riding naked through the mar- 
ket place; fifth monarchy men shouting for 
King Jesus; agitators lecturing from the tops 
of tubs, on the fate of Agag; all these they tell 
us, were the offspring of the great rebellion.— 
Be itso. Weare not careful to answer in this 
matter. These charges, were they infinitely 
more important, would not alter our opinion ol 
an event, which alone has made us to differ 
from the slaves who crouch beneath the scep- 
tres of Brandenburg and Bragansee. Many 
evils no doubt, were prodaced by the civil war. 
They were the price of our liberty. Has the 
acquisition been worth the sacrifice? It is the 
nature of the devil of tyranny to rend and tear 
the body which it leaves. Are the miseries of 
continued possession less horrible than the 
struggles of the tremendous exorcism? 

“If it were possible that a people, brought up 
under an intolerant and arbitrary system, could 
subvert that system without acts of cruelty 
and folly, half the objections to despotic power 
would be removed. We should, in that case, 
be compelled to acknowledge that it at least, 
produces no pernicious effects upon the intel- 
Jectual and moral character of a people. 

“We deplore the outrages which accompany 
revolutions. But the more violent the outrages, 
the more assured we feel that a revolution was 
necessary. ‘The violence of those outrages 
will always be proportioned to the ferocity and 
ignorance of the people, and the ferocity and 
ignorance of the people will be proportioned to 
the oppression and degradation under which 
they have been accustomed to live. Thus it 
was in our civil war. The rulers inthe church 
and State reaped only that which they had 
sown. They had prohibited free discussion— 
they had done their best to keep the people un- 
acquainted with their duties and their rights. 
The retribution was just and natural. If they 
suffered from popular ignorance, it was because 
they themselves had taken away the key of 
knowledge. If they were assailed with blind 
fury, it was because they had exacted equally 
blind submission. 

“It is the character of such revolutions, that 
we always see the worst of them at first. Till 
men have been for some time free, they know 
not how to use their freedom. The natives of 
Wine countries are always sober. In climates 
where wine is a rarity, intemperance abounds 
A newly liberated people may be compared to 
a northern army encamped on the Rhine or the 
Xeres. It is said, that when soldiers in such a 
situation, first find themselves able to indulge 
without restraint in such rare and expensive 
luxury, nothing is to be seen but intoxication. 
Soon, however, plenty teaches discretion; and 
after wine has been for a few months their dai- 
ly fare, they become more temperate than they 
had ever been in their own country. In the 
same manner, the final and permanent fruits of 
liberty are wisdom, moderation, and mercy. Its 
immediate effects are often atrocious crimes, 
conflicting errors, scepticism on points the 
most clear, dogmatisin on points the most mys- 
terious. 

“It is just at this crisis that its enemies love 
toexhibit it. ‘hey pull down the scaffolding 
from the half-finished edifice; they point to the 
flying dust, the falling bricks, the comfortless 
rooms, the frightful irregularity of the whole 
appearance, and then ask in scorn, where the 
promised splendor and comfort are to be found? 
If such miserable sophisms were to prevail, 
there would never be a good house or a good 
government in the world. 

“Ariasto tells a pretty story of a fairy, who, 
by some mysterious law of her nature, was con- 
demned to appear at certain seasons in the form 
of a foul and poisonous snake. Those who in- 
jured her during the period of her disguise, 
were forever excluded from participation in the 
blessings which she bestowed. But to those 
who, in spite of her loathsome aspect, pitied 
and protected her, she afterwards revealed her- 
self in the beautiful and celestial form which 
was natural to her, accompanied their steps, 
granted all their wishes, filled their houses with 
wealth, made them happy in love, and victori- 
ous in war. 

“Such a spirit is liberty. At times, she 
takes the form of a hateful reptile. She gro- 
vels, she hisses, she stings. But wo to those 
who in disgust shall venture to crush her! And 
happy are those who, having dared to receive 
her in her degraded and frightful shape, shall 
at length be -rewarded by her in the time of 
her beauty and her glory: 

“There is only one cure for the evils which 
newly acquired freedom produces—and that 
cure is freedom! Whena prisoner leaves his 
cell, he cannot bear the light of day; he is un- 
able to discriminate colors, or recognize faces. 
But the remedy is not to remand him back into 
his dungeon, but to accustom him to the rays 
of the sun. The blaze of truth and liberty 
may at first dazzle and bewilder nations which 
have become blind in the house of bondage.— 
But let them gaze on, and they will soon be 
able to bear it. In a few years men learn to 
reason, ‘I'he extreme violence of opinion sub- 
sides. Hostile theories correct each other.— 
The scattered elements of truth cease to con- 
flict, and begin to coalesce. And at length 
a system of justice and order is adduced out of 
the chaos. 

“Many politicians of our time are in the ha- 
bit of laying it down as a self-evident proposi- 
tion, that no people ought to be free till they 
are fit to use their freedom. The maxim is 
worthy the fool in the old story, who resolved 
snot to go into the water till he had learned to 
swim! If men are to wait for liberty till they 
become wise and good in slavery, they may in- 
deed wait forever.” 





The Jesuits in France, 

The French Government has been for some 
time past disturbed by the agitation which was 
going on or attempted in all parts of the King- 
dom in matters of religion, and in opposition to 
the system of education. ‘These were particu- 
larly fomented by the Jesuits, who were increa 
sing their numbers rapidly in France, and or- 
ganizing communities of their order. ‘These 
establishments were in violation of the law, 
yet they had so extensively enlisted a popular 
feeling, that to suppress them effectually, and 
in the most quiet mode, was a matter of some 
difficulty. 

The Journal des Debats says that the Gov- 
ernment six monthsago, by the repeated reports 
of the Attorneys General, and from various 
other sources of information, were satisfactorily 
assured that the society of Jesuits was re-organ- 
izing itself in every part of the Kingdom, that 
this organization was making rapid progress, 
and that twenty-two houses of the order had 
been already regularly re-constituted. 

“The course ofthe Ministry,” says the Debats, 
“was clearly defined. ‘The laws of the King- 
dom too well known and too frequently cited 
to make it necessary that they should be re- 
peated here, formally prohibited the existence 

* of the corporation of the Jesuits. The guar- 
dian of the laws, the Government, was bound 
to cause them to be respected, and it was a 
duty, before the accomplisement of which it 
was resolved not to draw back. But at the 
same time, having constantly declared that it 
had in view only the true interests of religion, 
the maintenance of the public peace, and union 
among all the citizens, the Government had at 
heart, to prove by its actions the sincerity of 
its declarations, and it thought it a duty, be- 
fore coming to the vigorous exercise of its 
rights, to exhaust the means of conciliation 
and persuasion. A negotiation was according- 
ly opened with the chief of the Church, and 
confided.to a member of the Royal Council of 
Public Instruction. M. Rossi was instructed 
to demand of the Holy Sec the suppression of 
the establishments of the Jesuits in France, of 
their chapels and noviciates, and the dispersion 
ofthe members of that order, who had assem- 
bled to live in common. He, moreover, asked 
that those who wished to remain individually 
in the Kingdom should re-enter the category of 
the ordinary clergy, and be placed under the 
authority of the bishops and parish pricsts.— 
The Government had every confidence in the 
wisdom and prudence of the Court of Rome, 
and we are happy to announce that its expecta- 
tion has been realized. The negotiation, it 

may be easily imagined, was dttended with 
reat and numerous difficulties. But, thanks 

the enlightencd mind of Pope Gregory XVI, 

to the wisdom and experience of his counsel- 
lors, and, we must also add, to the frankness of 
the General of the Jesuits, those obstacles suc- 
cessively disappeared, and the cause of legality, 
prudence, and peace ultimately triumphed.— 
All the demands made by the French negotia- 
tor were acquiesced in, and we have reason to 
know that the Superiors of the establishments 
of the Jesuits in France have already received 

« an order from Rome to conform tothe intention 

of the Holy See.” 

The success of M. Rossi’s mission is thus an- 
nounced in the Moniteur of the same date. 

“Despatches are received from Rome. The 
negotiation with which M. Rossi had been en- 
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trusted, has succeeded, The- congregation of 
the Jesuits will cease to exist in France, and is 
about to disperse of its own accord. Its hou- 
ses Will soon be closed, and its noviciates dis- 
solved,” 

Notwithstanding this announcement, the suc- 
cess of M. Rossi was contradicted, and it was 
positively asserted in L’Univers Religieux, that 
the Court of Rome had committed itself to no 
act against the Jesuits, and that 1u official pa- 
per had been addressed to M. Rossi, in reply to 
the demands of the French Government, and 
positively refusing its intervention. On the 
faith of these assertions, paragraphs appeared 
in some of the English papers stating that the 
mission of M. Rossi had failed. The Univers 
stated further, that M. Rossi, in consequence of 
the refusal of the Pope to interfere, opened ne- 
gotiations with the General of the order of the 
Jesuits, P 

The Debats, under date of July 13, denies 
both these assertions. It says: “We believe 
we may affirm in our turn, that no reply or of- 
ficial declaration of this nature, has been made 
to the envoy of the French government, and 
more, that he has had no negotiation or confer- 
ence between M. Rossi and the Gencral of the 
Jesuits.” There appears in fact to be no good 
reason to doubt that the statement of the Mon- 
iteur is strictly correct.
